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THE CITY WILL TOLERATE NO SCHOOLS OF CRIME 


A Picture Theater on South 
Broadway has been conducting a 
school for the education of 'crimi 
nals for several days and nights, by 
exhibiting the burning of wounded 
negro taken from a hospital at Coats- 
vilie, Penn, by a mob'and strange as 
it may seem this theater has been 
crowded to overflowing by white 
men and women, boys and girls 
of all ages and conditions who 
cheered to the echo, every demon¬ 
stration of the mobs inhuman bru¬ 
tality. The audiences simply went 
wild on the presentation of the brut¬ 
al scene where the negro released 
from his burning fagots attempts 
to escape is knocked down by fence 
rails in the hands of the mob and 
rolled back into the fire. That 
brutal scene proved the climax of 
enthusiasm of every exhibition. 
What the moral conditions of 
people that find pleasure in such 
an exhibition of fiendish brutality, 
only the eye of God can fathom. 
Another strange thing connected 
with the affair is, that the people 
who had ordinances passed to pre¬ 
vent the exhibition of the Johnson- 
Jeffries fight pictures, raised abso¬ 
lutely . no objections to the pre¬ 
sentation of pictures of that awful 
crime against humanity. 

The attention of the Lvceum 
being called to the brutal ~ exhi¬ 
bition^ the press committee was 
authorized to investigate the mat¬ 
ter and lay it before" Mayor Alex¬ 
ander. The mayor promptly called 
up the chief of police, requesting 
him to send a policeman to that 
crime-breeding theater and order 
that part of the show immediate¬ 
ly discontinued. The mayor stated 
emphatically that such appeals to 
lawlessness and race hate would 
not be tolerated in this city. 


The audience Judging from their 
dress was composed not of 
of people from the slums but 
people from homes of refinement, 
church members and patrons of 
churches and the out-put of our 
schools and colleges. 

The moral Depravity that creates 
a desire to witness such scenes, 
is hideous beyond the power of 
language to describe. 


THE TRAGEDY AT COMPTON 

The methods pursued by the 
officers to run down and capture 
the brutal murderer of Mrs. Has¬ 
kins at Compton, are the same as 
those adopted in the fruitless at¬ 
tempt to capture the brute who 
outraged and murdered little Annie 
Polteria some years ago. In both 
cases the officers seem to rely 
wholely upon the newspapers for 
clews. And in nearly every such 
case the newspapers render the 

real culprit valuable services by 

placing the suspicion upon parties 
that they in most cases believed to 
be innocent. In both the Polteria 
and Haskin murder, the news¬ 

papers came forward at once charg¬ 
ing the crimes to Negroes. The 
officers at once took up the news¬ 
paper’s theory with no apparent 
reason spending thousands of dol¬ 
lars of the people’s money till 

they became worn out while the 
real culprit is quietly transacting 
his own affairs in the community 
where the murder was committed. 

In the Compton case the news¬ 
papers came out with an accurate 
description of the negro who com¬ 
mitted the murder. The descrip¬ 
tion is so minute that the height 
of the Negro in feet and inches is 
accurately given. The question 
naturally occurs to the person 


sane enough to think is: who saw 
the Negro commit the crmite, and 
while taking his measurement, why 
didn’t they have him arrested? 
But when a Negro’s name is men¬ 
tioned in connection with a crime, 
it seems that very few officers 
take time to think before dashing 
off in a wild chase for a Negro that 
never existed. If the officers hope 
to capture the murderer of Mrs. 
Haskins by running down the Negro 
described in the daily newspapers, 
they are doomed to dissapointment 
and the murderer will either die 
of old age or commit suicide to 
free himself from a guilty conscience. 

When we state that we have 
not the least idea that that crime 
was committed by a negro, we 
doubtless share the belief of nine- 
tenths of the white people. If a 
negro had murdered Mrs. Haskins 
he would have been captured in¬ 
side of twenty-four hours and 
another thing a Negro could have 
had no motive for killing her; 
while the murderer of Mrs. Haskins 
had a motive for his crime and 
planned it well and deliberately 
before he committed it. With his 
carefully laid plans and the aid 
of the daily newspapers he may 
never pay the penalty for his das¬ 
tardly inhuman crime. 

The above mode of procedure 
is hurtful in a thousand ways by 
needlessly stirring up race preju¬ 
dice while furnishing means of 
escape for the culprit and too 
often turn a community into 
nameless fiends. If the daily press 
of the country placed law enforce¬ 
ment above money getting it would 
bend its energies toward stimulating 
the growth of high' ideals, instead of 
appealing to debasing race preju¬ 
dice.

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RAILROAD FARES CUT FOR 
SCHOOL CHILDREN 


Despite a ruling of the State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners 
last June, school children are to 
continue to have the advantage of 
reduced fares on the steam and 
electric roads of the city and county. 

Several years ago the railroad 
companies announced a policy to 
encourage education. To this end 
they sold commutation ticket books 
to school children on the certificate 
plan, which practice continued until 
last spring when the Railroad 
Commissioners announced that the 
rate would have to be thrown open 
to all children, whether attending 
school or not, or discontinued. This 
ruling was made at about the time 
the schools were closing for the 
summer and consequently no im¬ 
mediate action was taken. 

“The ruling works a hardship 
for the reason that it opens the 
reduced rate to a large number 
of people who are not really en¬ 
titled to it,” said a railroad official 


yesterday. “The rates were ori¬ 
ginally ordered for the purpose of 
encouraging the sending of child¬ 
ren to school and for the reasons 
that school children are usually 
dependent on their parents or 
others for the expense of attend¬ 
ing. The ruling of the commis¬ 
sioners practically opened this rate 
to a large number of wage earners 
whom we believe should be required 
to pay full fare. But the only way 
we can give the rates to school 
children is to throw them open 
to all children of school age, and 
in order not to deprive the school 
children of the benefit of the re¬ 
duced rate we have yielded the 
point.” 

D. W. Pontius, traffic manager 
of the Pacific Electric and allied 
lines, announced yesterday that 
he had submitted his position to 
the State board and had been sus¬ 
tained. He showed that many of 
the franchises under which the com¬ 
pany operates provides for reduced 
fare for school children. It has 
been ruled that the company has 
a right to comply with franchise 
conditions. The electric lines are 
selling a forty-school-ride ticket in 


the 5-cent fare zone, for $1, or 2 1-2 
cents a ride. 

The interurban school children 
are cared for with a forty-ride tick- 
ket, sold to children under 19 years 
old, on the same basis as the tickets 
formerly sold on the certificate 
plan. The tickets are good only 
for transportation on cars that 
reach their destination between 
7:30 and 9:30 a. m., noon and 1 
o'clock p. m. and between 3 and 
5:30 o'clock p. m. They are not 
good on Sundays or on New Years' 
Day, Lincoln’s and Washington's 
Birthdays, Memorial Day, Fourth 
of July, Labor Day, Admission 
Day, general primary election day, 
general election day, Thanksgiving 
and Christmas. Tickets will be 
sold at the same rate for half months 
Under these conditions the ticket 
books can be had by all children 
under 19 years old, whether attend¬ 
ing school or not. 

The Santa Fe and the Southern 
Pacific railroads will sell commu¬ 
tation tickets on the same basis, 
except that the steam railroad com¬ 
panies require the filing of an appli¬ 
cation before a book can be pur¬ 
chased.
